where bread is sold, and take posses- 
sion of any bread that does not meet 
the requirements of the ordinance. The 
penalty for a violation of the ordi- 
nance is a fine not less than $3 nor 
more than $110. Buns, biscuits, rolls 
and fancy bread are exempt from the 
provisions of the ordinance.

The opossum, when 
pursued by the buzzard, lies down as 
though dead, whereupon the bunard 
alights on it and plucks out its eyes. 
Surely If it were intelligent it would 
not suffer that horrible treatment 
without some protest. But It makes 
none; it lies quite still while'it is be- 
ng blinded. 
There are some insects 


.hat you can roast over a fire, and 
they will continue as though dead till 
death actually comes to them. 
Feign- 


ngr could not go so far as that; these 
Insects are actually unconscious. So ltv 
is with the rest of the lower world that 
is thought to counterfeit death. None 
of them has intelligence enough for 
such counterfeiting.—Philadelphia.Rec- 
ord.
